ORDER GRANTING MOTION TO 

CHANGE VENUE 

 

 

 This matter is set for hearing to begin on May 5, 2015, at the Mill Valley Elementary 

School District’s offices in Mill Valley, California. 

 

 On April 30, 2015, Mill Valley Elementary filed a motion to change venue on the 

grounds that it does not have adequate and appropriate space to hold the hearing, particularly 

given that the hearing will be open to the public.  Mill Valley Elementary provided a copy of 

an email communication between the attorneys for both parties confirming that Student does 

not oppose the change in venue.  Mill Valley Elementary proposes that the due process 

hearing now be heard at the Marin County Office of Education, which Mill Valley 

Elementary avers is compliant with the Americans with Disabilities Act.   

 

 Good cause appearing, the request for a change of venue is GRANTED.  The hearing 

shall now be held on all days, unless otherwise ordered, at the Marin County Office of 

Education, 1111 Las Gallinas, San Rafael, California, 94903; telephone: (415) 472-4110.  

 

 The hearing dates and times stated in the Order Following Prehearing Conference, 

which OAH issued on April 24, 2015, remain in effect, unless otherwise ordered. 
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Mill Valley Elementary shall ensure that all facilities for the hearing, including 

restrooms, fully comply with the Americans with Disabilities Act of 1990 (42 U.S.C. 

§ 12101 et seq.), the Rehabilitation Act of 1973 (29 U.S.C. § 794), the Unruh Civil 

Rights Act (Civ. Code, § 51 et seq.), and all laws governing accessibility of government 

facilities to persons with disabilities.
